Over 
twenty-live thousand persons paid their 
respects in leas than two hours. This even- 
ing at SI.T o'clock tho President anil 
Mrs. Cleveland were entertained at dinner 
by Hon. E. H. Allen, representing the re- 
ception committee. The other guests were 
tho Postmaster-General and Mrs. Vilas, Dr. 
Bryant and Colonel Lament of the Presi 
dont's party; Dr. Morrison Munford and 
wife. General MoD. McCook, and J. D. 
Lipplncott of the University of Kansas. 
Several other prominent gentlemen and 
their wives -wore invited, but the impossi- 
bility of getting transportation in the 
present crowded condition of tho city kepi 
thorn away. 


The festivltieu closed to-night with the 


pageant of tho Priests of Pallas and their 
subsequent ball. Great preparations had 
boon rando for theso features and the pop- 
ular expectations were fully realized in 
tho splendor of the parade. The magnifi- 
cent character of the entertainment, to 
gothor with the long line of march caused 
a slight dolay in the start ot procession 
t>ut tho myraids of sightseers waitec 
patiently all along the route andrewardet 
the participants by hearty cheering as 
each display came in sight. 


There -wore twenty floats in line, and as 


they passed undor the brilliant arches o: 
gas jets mado a gorgeous scene. The 
march was delayed somewhat by minor 
accidents, but It waa all over by eleven 
o'clock, nnd by midnight the large hal 
built for tho priests of Pallas ball, was 
Illlotl with a gay assemblage. Seven thou 
siuul Invitations bad been issued, and, al- 
though not nearly all were accepted, thi 
hall was crowded with dancers and thi 
festivities 
continued 
until 
a late 


hour. 
The President concluded tbat 


it would bo host for himself andhis fellow 
excursionists to avoid the danger whlcl 
might attend a trip through the densely 
crowded streets to the junction where 
reviewing stand bad been erected for him 
and for that reason as well as an ectmonv 
of tune, ho remained at the hotel and, *witj 
Mrs.

THE MITCHELLSTOWN VERDICT. 


The verdict of the coronors' jury in the 


Mitchellstown inquest charging Head Con- 
stable Brownrigg and five of his men with 


ilful murder, was not wholly unexpected, 


jut it is yet startling and gives an entire- 
y new phase to tho government's fight 
against the National League. The lat- 
ter's advantage is obvious. 
Whatever 


may be the upshot of this verdict, whether 
,t be set aside by a higher authority— 
though It Is difficult to see how it can be 
—or whether it stands and the accused 
men are tried for the offense with which 
they stand charged, the whole aspect of 
he government's position is changed for 
the 
present, 
and 
the 
govern- 


ment is put upon the defensive in its 
courts. Every requirement of the law 


s observed in conducting tho inquest, 


and the crown's representative made a 
most exhaustive defense of the action of 
the police in the riot resulting in the 
death of the persons to ascertain tbe 
manner of whose killing the inquiry was 


nst tuted. No one can say that wit- 
nesses for the crown were excluded 01 
tampered with, and after as full, fair and 
free a hearing as any men could havo 
bad, 
the inspector, three sergeants and 


constables are found to have been solely 
responsible for the fatalities resulting 
primarily from an attempt to suvpress a 
meeting, the legality of which is unques- 
tioned by fair minded men. With tho ar- 
rest of the accused constables the decisive 
round in the battle between the Dublin 
executive and the league will begin. The 
government is bound to protect these mon 
to tha fullest extent, but it can riot,. nor 
will it bo permitted by public opinion to 
resort to any means implying that there 
is a law for Irish officials apart from that 
which Irish peasants are required to obey. 
Theiosult of the inquest, coming upon 
tho heols of the government's disastrous 
r.rosocution of 
Messsrs. 
Sullivan and 


O'Brien, will have a tremendous effect 
upon the future enforcement of the Crimes 
act, and the general impression now is 
that the law is virtually dead. In nosin^lo 
Instance has tho government been s,u- 
c essful in enforcing tho law against p^- 
sons of prominence, nor has it fared any 
bettor in its attempts to awe the peasantry 
Into submission by the presence of large 
posses of armed police. Large numbers of 
persons have, it is truo, been brought into 
court for minor offenses, but in fully one- 
third of these cases tho prisoners have 
been discharged for lack of evidence, and 
the government is really in a worse posi- 
tion as regards governing Ireland accord- 
ing to strict Tory methods than it was be- 
foio

In power is now undergoing. 


CHAMBERLAIN'S TOUR. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—Chamberlain's tour in 


Ulster is falling rather flat and is some 
what In tbe nature of an anti-climax after 
Chamberlain's famous campaign speech. 
Yesterday's was the most moderate of the 
series and admits Famell's right to have 
a voice in the Irish settlement, though not 
to dictate. It declares in favor of local 
government, but against a scheme bearing 
a distinctly National stamp; defends the 
Kilmainham treaty and asks Gladstone to 
explain, first, what he will do with Ulster; 
second, whether he has Farnell's helf 
in 
putting 
down 
disorder 
and 


outrage. All this is significant and points 
to a fact of which I gave you a hint the 
other day. Chamberlain is mindful of 
the necessity of not going too far, but 
nevertheless his characteristic bitterness 
breaks out in the comparison of an Irish 
Parliament in Dublin to the Tammany 
ring. An illustration of the disunion of 
Unioniats is supplied by Chamberlain's 
declaration in favor of local government, 
contrasted with Prof. Picey's warning to 
tho Unionists to make no concessions and, 
if necesaary, to suspend tbe Irish repre- 
sentation at Westminister.

W. P. Corbin who Killed Charles T, 


Harris Befused Bail. 


He Goes Back to the Sullivan jail for Trial. 


Between five and six o'clock on the 


evening of 
September 23, in 
the 


town of Sullivan, W. P. Corbin, furniture 
dealer, aged 60 years, shot and killed 
Charles T. Harris, a druggist, aged 30 
years. They had a quarrel ia the street, 
over an old grudge it is supposed. Cor- 
bin on order of the coroner's jury has 
since been in jail. 


-By order of the court Corbin was 


brought before Judge Smith in chambers 
to-day on a writ of habeas corpus, to hear 
the evidence and determine whether cr 
not the defendant should be admitted to 
bail. Sheriff Lansden brought the pris- 
oner over, accompanied by his counsel, 
John E. Eden, J. B. Titus ancJ J. H. Ba- 
ker. The wife of Harris, with her three 
small children, one a babe, was in court; 
also William Harris, father of the mnr 
dered man, State's Attorney S. M. Smy- 
ser, of Moultrie county, Attorney J. E. 
Jennings, and about forty other Sullivan 
people, all interested as witnesses or 
spectators. 


THE HEABINfl. 


It begun without any preliminaries, ex- 


cept brief statements for the People by 
Mr. Smyser and for the defense by Mr. 
Eden. 


FOB THE 1'KOMJC. 


A. L. Keller, physician anil surgeon at Sulli- 


van : Knew Charles T. Harris in his lit o time; I 
made au examination oJ the body ol Harris one 
hour and a half after He was killed, Found a 
bullet wound in left side three and a half inches 
below left nipple; also a bullet wound one-sixth 
of an inch over right eye. The lU-st wound was 
not necessarily fatal, but the second one was a 
mortal wound, the ball penetrating the brnlu. 
The forehead and white of the eye wore powder 
burned. The witness was cross-examined briefly 
by Judge Eden. 
MissiBertha Hayden, aged 13: I live at Sulli- 
van, on south side square, across the alley from 
the Corbin store. I remember the shooting 
affray, and was standing at the door \yheu the 
tiring commenced. Mr. Corbin was going from 
his store northwest and was on the walk; he 
was.at the edge of the walk, ten teet west of cho 
store when he shot at Hams, who was moving 
toward Corbiu, Harris took his revolver out ot 
his pocket and pointed it at Corbin, Next Mr, 
Corbln shot again, living three times, Harris 
(ailing In the street; did not see Harris fall, (is 
Corbiu stood between me and Harris. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Eden: I just happened 
to be standing in the door looking up town,when 
the affray occurred; was tuere about a mlnuCe; 
heard nothing said; saw the two men at the 
same time. Alter Corbin shot once I saw Har- 
ris have a revolver; heard three shots after the 
iirstone; saw Corbin shoot four times- Didn't 
see Harris shoot at all. After Harris fell Corbin 
didn't shoot again, 


Mrs. 
;Olive (Gregg: ILive at Sullivan, and I 
saw Harris, I was on the west side ol the 
square when the shooting occurred; was going 
to the Palace store. First taw Harris live feet 
from the Corbin walk; the latter was then leav- 
'ng the store and was going west; both men 
iwmed to be quarreling, Corbin shooting at 
lijti'i'ii. At the second shot Harris threw up his 
Hands and cried out, "For God's sake don't 
shout," or," For God's sake don't do that any 
inure," Heard another shot, butas Harris was 
falling I turned and went back borne. 


Witness wus cross-exaltined by Mr. Eden, 
Her story was not shaken. 


Miss Minerva Hopkins: Live at Sullivan with 


Mrs. 
Saddler, south and west of the square. 
Heard report of pistol and saw Corbin shoot 
Karris. The two men were live feet apart. Saw 
Harris shoot once and saw him fall. Corbin 
shot three times. Corbin was four ov live steps 
west of his store when the shooting occurred. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Eden. 
Davi'd Warcuser: Live at Sullivan. Know 
Harris. At the time o£ the shooting was cast of 
Corbin's store. Heard first pistol shot; looked 
up and saw pistol in Corbin's hand; heard an- 
other shot, but don't know whether Corbin shot 
>r not. Two posts and a bulletin board were 
letwecn me and where It Is said Harris stood. 
Corbin fired three times in rapid succession. 
When I got sight of Harris he was falling. Did 
lot see Corbin flre again. When the last shot 
was fired Harris was not more than 10 inches 
!rom tile muzzle of the pistol. Heard Corbin say 
three times the night after the shooting: "He 
shot at me first." Corbiu went into his place of 
business and came out again. 
Cross-examined: Did not see Harris when llrst 
shot was Hred: saw Corbin all tiie time; didn't 
see him nro second time, but heard three shots. 
There was a brief interval after the llrst shot, 
didn't hear a report after Harris fell. 
John Brosam: Live at Sullivan. First saw 
3orbln come out of his store with his hand be- 
itnd him, Corbin fired rapidly. Harris pulled 
out his revolver after lirst shot was fired. 
On cross-examination witness testified that 
Harris fired the second shot, Corbin following 
with shots in rapid succession. 


Felix Feast: Live in Moultrie county and was 
in Sullivan when the shooting occurred, at the 
north, side of the court house lot, 20 feet east of 
,he west corner. Saw Harris leave his store and 
go south nearly in front of Corbin's store. Saw 
Corbiu and Harris quarreling, .both throwing 
in their arms. Corbin then shot. He turned 
slightly to the left and fired again at HJUTis. 
Did not see Harris shoot, but saw him throw up 
lis hand mid beard him cry out; "Oh, drmt 
shoot!" Harris fell over on his left side resting 
>artly on his left arm. Corbin was a little west 
)f his building, and fired as he walked toward 
bfarris. 
On cross-examination witness Heard Corbin 
say after the shooting: "Uod d—nhim; he shot 
itmeilrst," Did not see'Harris shoot at all. 
Heard but three shots, If Harris shot he must 
liave fired at the same time Corbin did. 


Henry Mlllzeu: Was in Sullivan at the time of 
the shooting, standing near the postofllce, east 
side of square, south side. Heard the reports of 
;lie revolvers, and after that saw Harris walking 
toward Eden house, going ten feet, then turn 
round and face Corbin, when Harris got out his 
revolver, the pistol going off as it was drawn 
out of bi.s pocket. Harris was shot by Corbin 
and went stumbling and staggering about ten 
Ceet before he fell. 
Cross-examined: Didn'tsee tliefh'stshot; first 
thing J saw Harris was getting out his revolver 
when Corbin llred. 
• , 
Richard Na/.worth, city marshal o£ Sullivan: 
Was at Harris' side before he died; found his 
revolver near by on the ground. Five minutes 
later I put Corbin under arrest, and got posses- 
sion of the revolver; there was one empty cham- 
ber In Harris' pistol; Corbin's revolver was emp- 
ty, and was a Smith & Wesson 32-cahbre self- 
acting revolver. Hams' pistol was of the same 
make and style.

Wilfred Hoke: Was on the east sideot the 
square; heard pistol shot, ;uid looking up I saw 
Harris with pistol pointed at Corbiu, who was 
then in the act of taking a revolver out of his 
pocket; Corbiu llred several times. Harris fell; 
saw Him Is step toward Corbin after the llrst re- 
port, Think f heard a total of live shots, 


fill Hinton said he was standing at tile south- 
east corner of the court bouse yurd. Heport of 
a pistol attracting my attention, turned round 
and heard three reports and sttw a man fall 
Didn't see Harris shoot. 
Wash J/lmler, deputy sheriff: Was on south- 
west corner of the court house at time of shoot- 
ing. 
When I. saw the two men Harris and Cor- 


bin had their revolvers pointed toward each 
other; about three shots were llred. Didn't, see 
any smoke from Harris' revolver. 
8am Piper, Ed Monroe Taylor riumer, Alex 
Crisswell, F. I'. Hoke, L. Lambecht and Nimrod 
Neavcs weve other witnesses who testified for 
the petitioner, three stating that Corbiu had 
thrown brickbats at Harris before the shooting.

Judge Smith refused to admit Corbin to bail, 


stating that in such cases the burden of proof 
Iiad to be submitted by the petitioner. This 
Corbin had failed to produce, and, under the 
statutes, the prayer of the petioner would be re- 
fused. The prisoner was accordingly remanded 
to the curtody of Sheriff Lansden, The murder 
trial will probably come up at Sullivan in No- 
vember.

Tlie Strawbric/ge Sermon. 


About three year's ago Thos, Straw- 


bridge died in Springfield, 111. He was 
quite wealthy nnd a prominent member 
of the Methodist church.

Foreclosure Wonted. 


ST." Lows, Oct. H.— In the 
United 


States Circuit Court yesterday tho Farm- 
ers' Loan and Trust Company of Kev» 
York flled a bill in equity to f oreclosolthe 
mortgage on the Forest Park & Central 
railway. Tho bill ol complaint recites 
that in 1884 the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Colorado became owners o£ the road, and 
that thres years later tho Atcbison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe came into control of the 
road. It alleges that in December, 1882, 
the road executed a mortgage to the com- 
plainant; to soouro tho principal sf 700 
bonds of $1,000 each. Ono condition of 
tho mortgage was that a default in a half- 
yearly instalment (or six months mada 
tbo principal 'due. Tha bill alleges de- 
fault in several particulars and asks tha 
court to foreclose the mortgage and in- 
vestigate tho affairs o£ the road. 


The Forest Park & Central railway was 


organized as lar back as 1873, with a 
capital stock of $50,000, to build a road 
from Forsythe junction to Clayton, three 
and one-quarter miles. Later on it was 
extended at both ends to include thirty 
miles, extending from "Union Depot to the 
Missouri river. The capital stock was in- 
creased to $1,000,000, In 1880 a fpiW,000 
mortgage was put on tho three miles to 
Clayton, and at tha last term of the court 
a decree of foreclosure was ordered and 
that portion of the road was advertised 
for sale. But «J. K. C. Sherwood, of Now 
York, and the road flietl application to ap- 
pear in defense and the order of sale was 
withdrawn. The flrst day ot tho October 
term was set to hear why the applications 
should not bo granted. 
Later tbe time 


was extended, -and the applications ars 
now pending in tho State Circuit Court. 
Of the $700,000 bonds originally intended 
to be issued only $200,000 were issued, and 
it is to secure tbis amount that yester- 
day's bill was filed.
